HUMORS OF A CIRCULAR APPROPRIATELY DISTRIBUT- 
ED APRIL FOOL'S DAY! 


It is a down right shame that the time and money of 
the people of Richmond should be commandeered by, a few 
individuals to further their own private speculations to satisfy 
their precinet commercial ambitions. But the fact is six or ’ 
seven. .persons- -either store-property owners, or their tenants,

It will do away with the regime of ‘perpetual succes- 
sion” that has been built up. It will cause a revision of the city pay 
roll and the effecting of economics, and the doing away ‘with sinecure 
jobs, where the greatest effort performed is the drawing of the salary 
warrant. It will provide for a business administration for the city of 
Richmond, as there will be a Mayor wha must devote his entire time 
and attention to the business of the city. 

The ‘above in general are some of the seasons of the necessity for 
a new charter for Richmond, 

INOREASE IN EXPENSES 

A retrospective view of affairs for a minute ought to be of interest. 
It is a fact that the assessed valuation of the property of the eity has 
been increasing by leaps and bound in the past ten years, and the nat- 
ural increase in valuations ought to be sufficient to care for the increas 
ed expenses of government, But this has not been the case.

ECONOMIES SHOULD ‘BE MADE 


The freeholders believe there are many economies that should be ef- 
fected. It provided for some of these by the consolidation of the 
offices of Tax Collector and Treasurer and for the consolidation of the 
offices of Assessor arid Auditor, and for their election. A well defined 
active head of the government has been provided for in the office of 
Mayor who must give his entire time and attention to the affairs of the 
city. He is in fact to be manager of the city, and it is his duty to see 
that the work is carried out as it should be and where economies can be 
effected to put them in force.’ Everything should not be left to subor- 
dinates. For neglect of duty the Mayor 1s given power to suspend any 
official , but that ‘official is given the right to appeal to the council and 
is given a hearing.
